EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. Claims 1-12 has been canceled 

4. Claim 20 has been amendment as follow: 

A system for associating routing parameters for a switch with line cards services 
by the switch, comprising: 

a computer-readable medium; and 

software stored on the computer-readable medium, the software operable to 
initially associate a routing parameter set in a router memory for a witch with a first line 
card, the routing parameter set including a plurality of routing parameters to be provided 
to the switch to service the first line card, and, in response to an event initiating 
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activation of a second line card in place of the first line card, to reassociate the routing 
parameter set with a second line card, bv reprogramminq redirection memory, the 
routing parameters to be provided to the switch to service the second line card. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 13-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a method and system for reprogramming 
instructions or routing parameters for a switch. The independent claims 1 3, 28, 31 , and 
38 identifies an uniquely distinct feature " programming a redirection memory to 
associate a routing parameter set in a routing memory for a switch with a first line card, 
the routing parameter set including a plurality of routing parameters to be provided to 
the switch to service the first line card ". And independent claims 20 and 26 both 
identifies a unique feature of " to reassociate the routing parameter set with a second 
line card, bv reprogramminq redirection memory, the routing parameters to be provided 
to the switch to service the second line card " and " a redirection memory operable to 
selectively associate each instruction set of the instruction memory with a disparate one 
of the line cards: and a controller operable to reprogram the redirection memory to 
change associations of the instruction sets with the line cards ". 

6. The closest prior art, Ghai et al. (U.S. 6,389,024) discloses a router for a 
telecommunications switching system that is easily programmable to provide different 
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routing algorithms for various calls. Gerstel et al. (U.S. 6,256,293) discloses a fault 
management in a multichannel transmission system, Pomp et al. (U.S. 6,097,515) 
describes a switchable optical network unit that permits rapid automated upgrades of 
service, Madonna et al. (U.S. 5,598,409) discloses a user-programmable telephone 
switch which resides within a commercially available personal computer, and 
Bartholomew et al. (U.S. 6,147,988) discloses a public switched telecommunications 
network which provides IP (Internet Protocol) switching using program controlled 
telephone company switches in a manner that provides an improved efficiency use of 
the bandwidth through-put of such switches along with convenient Internet access 
whether taken alone or in combination fails to anticipate or render the above underline.
